All items voted on were done so in the form of a roll call vote.

The Chair stated that this meeting is being held in compliance with the updated Nebraska Open Meetings Act and
that a current copy of the Nebraska Open Meetings Act is available on the table.

Hansen moved and Hawks seconded that the May 25, 2017 Board meeting minutes be approved.

Governor Ricketts’ regulatory reform and Executive Order 17-04 was discussed. Governor Ricketts ordered all
agencies to review rules and regulations and submit a report by November 15. Reviews are to consider whether
each rule is necessary to protect the public health, safety and welfare or required under state or federal law. The
reviews are also to look at whether the rules have been analyzed to compare the costs and benefits, whether their
effectiveness can be measured, and whether other, less-restrictive alternatives can achieve the same ends.
The status of the request for an opinion from the Attorney General was discussed.

The Certificate of Authorization requirement for land surveyors was discussed.

Hawks moved and Hain seconded that as actions have been discussed with individual, dismiss and close
Complaint #16-1 and have Secretary Cobb notify individual and homeowner.

The location, date and time of said re-examination shall be at the discretion of the staff of
the Board, provided said re-examination shall occur within one year of the original Nebraska State portion
examination.
